Tears of Joy Fill Byes. 

Mr. Carter was in a happy frame of mind 
when found by a reporter for Taz Trinuns 
at the residence of hile brother, Dr. I. 8. Car- 
ter, 808 North State street. As he talked of 
what Judge Kohisaat's decision meant in the 
way of vindication his bronzed face, framed 
in prematurely white hair, became lum 
nated with youthful animation and his eyes 
glistened at times with tears of joy. Despite 
his four years in prison and his seven years’ 
fight to clear his name, he said he found him- 
self at 52 still a young man and ready to begin 
life over again. 

“T don’t wish to complain unduly,” he said, 
„put I do feel that if the American people 
understood the crimes against justice that 
may be committed in the name of military 
law, they would demand an investigation and 
a complete reformation of the system. The 
consideration of my case alone shows that 
only in America is a man completely at the 
mere of the court martial without recourse. 


Charges Forged Evidence. 

„Judge Kohisaat's decision establishes the 
fact that I was convicted and degraded by the 
court martial on perjured testimony and 
that afterward that verdict was bolstered 

up by forged evidence. The verdict of the 
— martial condemning me to imprison- 
ment was reviewed by Senator Edmunds, 
who held the evidence ineufficient for the 
verdict. Attorney General Griggs held 
likewise, but ruled against me on the basis 
of an alleged investigation made by K I. 
Johnson, a national bank examiner. 

„The testimony at the trial before Judge 
Kohlsaat showed that evidence was forged 
in the same way as in the Dreyfuscase. The 
account book of my father-in-law, Robert 
F. Westcott, was cut and twisted so as to 
make it appear that I did not get my money 
from him as 1 had said. 

It Carter got his money from Westcott 
he is innocent,’ said Attorney General Griggs. 
But I was being tried by court martial, and 
I could not get at Westcott’s books. I could 
not obtain witnesses. I could get nothing. 
But in the case before Judge Kohisaat I 
proved I received the money from Weatcatt. 
H. L. Stimson, the present district attorney 
at New York, produced the receipts I gu ve 
Westcott for the money, and told how I 
signed them in his office when he wat the 
partner of Elihu Root. 


Secret Hearing Blamed. 


“I was arrested and thrown into jail as the 
result of Attorney General Griggs’ secret 
hearing, at which neither I nor my attorney 
was present. I was not allowed to see a 
report of the charges of this man Johason 
until six months later. I appealed for re- 
dress, but the Supreme court decided it could 
not review a military verdict. The United 
States is the only country in which thie is 
possible. The Dreyfus verdict was reviewed 
by the Court of Cassation. Such a state of 
affairs does not exist even in Russia or in 
China. 

Wulle I was in prison I wrote to President 
McKinley, pointing out that while I hed no 
recourse for redress, he could give me the 
opportunity to present my case by suing me 
for the money the government said I had 
stolen. He authorized the action and this 
was the case just closed. 


Says He Exposed Plot. 


“In the trial before Judge Kohleaat I ex- 
posed the whole plot of which I was the vic- 
tim. I showed how I had solved an en- 
gineering problem in the Savannah river for 
$8,000,000 that in the Clyde cost $40,000,000. 
I was proud of that work and Judge Kohi- 
saat's words on that point justify me. 

“ I showed how officers had perjured them- 
selves in my trial by court martiel—officers 
who still are in the army. The revelation 
of the perjured testimony which the gov- 
ernment used against me is astounding. 

“i showed that I was entirely ignorant of 
the connection between my father-in-law and 
the contractors, Greene & Gaynor. These con- 
tractors had been in business in Savannah 
long before I was detailed there. They got 
the harbor contract, but the testimony shows 
how I heki them to it and how it cost them 
several hundred thousand dollars more than 
they bad expected. 


Duped by His Relative. 

“Zt appears that Greene & Gaynor also 
had a contract for sewers in the city of 
Orange, N. J., where Mr. Westoott lived. He 
was the most influential man in the city Ker 
he protected the contractars from interfer- 
ence by the authorities. Then they became 
connected in @ business way. But Westcott

WEAPON ORDINANCE IS READY 


Measure to Restrict Carrying of 
Firearms Is Up to Conncil. 


MAY BE PASSED TONIGHT.

Action on Commonwealth -Edison Elee - 
trie Also Is Expected. 


Tonight's meeting of the city council prom- 
iges to be a long and interesting one. There 
will be more than two and perhaps only one 
meeting before the new council] comes in, 
and if the present body intends to close up 
its pending business it has little time tc 
spare. 

Two major ordinances are slated for action 
this evening. One ie the flrearms ordl- 
nance and the other the Commopwealth- 
Edison ordinance. The understanding is that 
the Calumet Electric railway ordinance will 
go over to the next meeting. The commit- 
tee on local transportation meets in the after- 
noon, howéver, and may change its mind 
and decide to bring it up for passage at to- 
night's session. Besides there are many ward 
matters in which individual aldermen are 
interested and which they want to get out of 
the way. 

May Amend Firearms Law. 

Ald. Dever, chairman of the judiciary eom- 
mittee, which has the “ firearms ordinance ” 
in charge, said he would call it up. It was 
introduced by Ald. Foell to aid the police 
in suppressing crime ‘in Chicago by making 
it as difficult as possible for criminals to 
procure revolvers and other deadly weapons, 
and the demand for its passage was accentu- 
ated by the recent activity of the anarchists 
in the city. 

In its passage through the committee the 
ordinance was weakened, especially in strik- 
ing out the section providing that all dealers 
in weapons must furnish a bond of $5,000 to 
insure their good behavior, but there is a 
promise that an attempt will be made to re- 
instate it. 

Edison Ordinance Is Ready. 


The electric light ordinance is now fm shape 
to be put on its passage. A minor amend- 
ment, to be introduced this evenihg, has been 
accepted on all hands. It provides for ‘as 
nearly uniform voltage on the wires of the 
company as is possible. It is not thought 
any other amendments will stand any chance 
of acceptance, as it is a contract ordinance 
and the company has announced it has gone 
as far as it can in the matter. 

The feature of the ordinance is the agree- 
ment of the company to pay the city 3 per 
cent of the gross receipts of the old Edison 
company during the four years and a half 
that franchise yet has to run. Its original 
ordinance did not provide for any compen- 
sation. It is figured out this will net the city 
a little over $1,100,000. 

In return the city recognises the validity 
of the consolidation of the Edison and Com- 
monwealth companies. A new schedule of 
rates is also included in the ordinance.

More Witnesses Will Be Exam- Oldest Person Having Seat in the 


ined as to Mystery of the 
Hamlin Case. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Pontiac, III., March 22.—[Special.)—The 
terrors of “the solitary " and conditions 
which attended the death of William Hamlin 
at the reformatory three months ago are no 
more. By voluntary action of the board of 
managers the rules governing the disciplin- 
ing of prisoners have been so modified that 
practically all that remains of the dreaded 
politary is its name. 

Although these radical changes of rules 
were made by the board of managers at its 
monthly meeting last Monday they aid not 
o into effect until today. Hereafter en- 
durance tests in the solitary will not be 
practiced. 

Under the modified rules prisoners guilty 
Of serious offenses will be cuffed up for a 
maximum of two hours at a time, then they 
will be given a rest of the same length of 
time. This will be repeated until the pris- 
oner under discipline has reached a proper 
frame of mind and indicates a desire to travel 
fm the strait and narrow path. 


Urge Necessity of Discipline. 

It had been Bishop Samuel Fallows’ idea 
to abolish this system of punishment ia its 
entirety and he said so on several occasions. 
It was argued by reformatory officials, how- 
ever, that to remove fear of the solitary 
would leave the guards no means of enforc- 
ing discipline, and for this reason only these 
modifications were made in the rules. 

Representative Walter I. Manny declared 
it to be his belief that these modifications 
were made in the face of investigations of 
the legislative asylum committee. 

I the committee never accomplishes any- 
thing else I would feel satisfied that our work 
had not been wasted since that solitary has 
been abolished,” said Mr. Manny. “I had 
never dreamed that such things could exist 
im a civilized country. I realize that there 
must be some means of disciplining prisoners, 
but the idea of handcuffing them up with 
their hands high above their heads in that 
manner is entirely too barbarous.”’ 

Tonight the committee is scattered all over 
the state of Illincis. Chairman John W. Hill 
is in Chicago. John P. McGoorty, who has 
not been with the legislators for several 
weeks, also is in Chicago, because of the ill- 
tess of his wife. Representative John J. 
McLaughiin also is in Chicago. Reprerenta- 
tive Ddward Hope is in the hospital here en- 
deavoring to find which of the strange ar- 
ticles served in the guise of food in the Pon- 
tlac hostelries caused his downfall.

diminish the amount of their funds available 
to supply the needs of their customers and the 
community in which they are located.” 


Would Defeat Object Sought. 


Writing for the American National bank 
of Frankfort, Ind., Robert Bracken says: 

“ Referring to the timely editorial in Tus 
TRIBUNE, I think you state the situation re- 
garding currency legislation, as it affects 
western interests, concisely. The objection 
to the Aldrich bill, as we view it, is that 
western banks doing a commercial! business 
do not carry such bonds as would be avail- 
able under the bill as at present outlined. 
At such times as currency is badly needed, it 
would be necessary to use the bank's funds 
to buy the bonds, and this with the premium 
for excessive redemption fund would defeat 
the object sought to be accomplished. _ 

Tour suggestion that banks doing strictly 
commercial business be permitted to use 
approved commercial paper as security for 
emergency circulation is a good one. This 
double plan would enable every section of 
the country to furnish its own relief without 
disturbing conditions elsewhere, It would 
naturally follow that each subtreasury 
should be the redemption agency for its own 
district.” 


Not What Country Needs. 


W. E. Pinney, president of the State Bank 
of Valparaiso, Ind., writes: 

The Aldrich bill has received much cen- 
sure and does not seem to be what the coun- 
try wants. The best financial men have dis- 
approved it. A law should not be enacted 
with any view ‘to the interests of bankers 
as a class, but with a view to what will be 
the best for the depositing public. That 
which will be best for the depositing public 
will be best for the bankers. The interests 
of the banking clase and the interests of the 
depositing class cannot be separated and 
discriminated against in any wise legislation. 
The law which seems to be the best suited to 
the financial interests of the country, disre- 
garding the great central bank plan, is that 
proposed by the commission appointed by the 
American Bankers’ association.“ 


State Banks Vitally Interested. 

E. L. Miller, writing for the Peru Trust 
company, says: 

Being a state bank we felt that we had 
no particular interest in this matter, but 
have reconsidered and now feel that we are 
vitally interested. So far as our interest 
goes, we wish to protest against this meas- 
ure. We fee! that no financial legislation 0 
far better than the Aldrich bill." 

Charles 8. Andrews, president of the First 
National bank of Brasil, Ind., says: 

“The Aldrich bill does not commend itself 
to us for the reason that the conditions re- 
quired by it are not practical for this section 
of the country, the securities not being held 
by bankers in the middie and western part 
of the United States. 

It seems to us that a large central bank 
that would become a bank of issue under 
conditions similar to the issue department 
of the Bank of England would give more sub- 
stantial and immediate relief. and would 
complete and fill out the national bank sys- 
tem. 


Measure Absolutely Useless. 

Writing for the Citizens’ National bank of 
South Bend, C. T. Lindsey says: 

“In our opinion the Aldrich bill for the 
purpose intended is absolutely useless. First, 
from its nature it would be found that when 
put into operation it would contract instead 
of expand the currency. Second, it would 
create an abnormal market for certain rall- 
road anu other bonds and securities, con- 
Third, 
we do not believe there is any need of an 
Aldrich, Fowler, or any other emergency 
currency bill.” 

President Dudleston of the Albany State 
bank of Albany, Ind., says: 

“Your editorial is all right. No western 
bank could afford to take out any emergency 
currency under the provisions of the Al- 
drich bill except in case of direct distress, 
and that act would advertise their strin- 
gency.” 
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Assembly Expired Only 
Last Week. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—[Special.]— 
Wnited States Senator William James Bryan 
of Florida died in the Provident hospital this 
morning. 

Mr. Bryan, who was the youngest member 
of the upper house, was the second senator 
the nation has lost within the week. Mr. 
Whyte of Maryland, the oldest person in 
the body, having died last Tuesday. Mr. 
Bryan was 82; Mr. Whyte 84. 


Had Served Only Short Time. 

Mr. Bryan took his seat as successor of 
the late Stephen. R. Mallory only seventy- 
three days ago and thirty-three days of that 
time had been spent in his losing fight against 
typhoid fever. His death came as a sur- 
prise to his friends, as he was reported as 
recovering yesterday. 

The Florida senator is the seventh member 
of the upper house who has died since the 
adjourhment of the Fifty-ninth congress on 
March 4, a year ago. They were the two 
late senators from Alabama, Mr. Morgan and 
Mr. Pettus; Mr. Mallory of Florida; Mr. 
Latimer of South Carolina; Mr. Procter of 
Vermont; Mr. Whyte of Maryland, and Mr. 
Bryan. 

The body of Senator Bryan, accompanied 
by a committee from the senate, will leave 
tomorrow morning for Jacksonville, where 
interment- will be made on Wednesday. An 
unusual feature will be the absence of a fu- 
neral committee from the house of repre- 
sentatives. It was the wish of the family 
that the senate only should be represented. 


Began Practice in 1899. 

Mr. Bryan was born in Orange county, Fla. 
on Oct. 10, 1876. He attended the public 
schools and Emory coliege, Georgie, gradua- 
ting from the latter institution in 1806. 

Three years later he was graduated from 
Washington and Lee university, and in 1899 
began the practice of law in Jacksonville. 
Fla. He was married to Miss Janet Allan 
of Lexington, Va. 


GOVERNOR GUILD IS WORSE.

— The physicians 
in attendance upon Gov. Curtis Guild re- 
ported tonight that the condition of their 
patient had taken a slightly unfavorable 
turn and that he could not be said to be as 
comfortable as yesterday. 

The first bulletin of the morning said that 
the governor had passed a favorable night 
and had taken quid nourishment well, but 
there was a different tone in the later au- 
nouncements. The last bulletin issued to- 
night was as follows: 

The governor's condition is not so good 
tonight, but there is no marked change. Hv 
has failed slightly.” 

Among the telegrams received at the execu- 
tive’s residence was one from the Seventh 
army corps, Spanish war veterans of Chi- 
cago, the governor having been a 6 


colonel in that corps.

BOYS AGAIN FOR ONE NIGHT 


West Division School Days of 80 
Years Ago to Be Recalled. 


MEET AT ANNUAL BANQUET. 


—— — 


Chicago’s Odd Organizations. 


The good old days of thirty years ago, when 
they were boys together in the West Division 
High school, will pass in review Saturday 
night at the annual banquet of the Charles 
Sumner Debating club. 

It isn’t a debating club any more—hasn't 
been for twenty-five years. The members 
aren't boys any more—they haven't been for 
more than a quarter of a century. But the 
spirit of youth still lingers and will prevail 
at the banquet. 

As a unique organisation the old debating 
club stands in a clase by itself. For thirty- 
three years it has existed in Chicago with 
only the friendships of boyhood days as its 
constitution and bylaws. There were 100 
members originally, but a number of these 
have died, including three within the last 


year. 
Noted Men Among Members. 

The birthplace of the club was in a two 
story brick house at 686 Washington boule- 
vard. It was organized March 18, 1875. Its 
members now number many of Chicago's 
prominent business men as well as men of na- 
tional reputation. William E. Slosson of 
Park Ridge, secretary, who has an office in 
the New York Life building, told of the or- 
ganization of the club yesterday. 

It was a time of unrest,” he said. Chi- 

cago had not more than 300,000 inhabitants 
and had not entirely recovered from the dis- 
astrous fire of 71. Gem Grant was president 
and was the center of a whirlpoobof political 
convulsions. Statesmen who would not 
allow the war strife to rest in its grave, in 
furtherance of their personal ambitions, were 
loud in expression of their sentiments. 
“ Stimulated by the spirit of the times a 
number of West Division High school boys, 
ranging in age from 14 to 18 years, organized 
a debating club to discuss current questions, 
naming it in honor of the great anti-slavery 
senator and orator from Massachusetts 
Charles Sumner. 


Rival Debaters Vanquished. 

° Our debating team met and vanquished 
teams from other societies. We also edited 
a paper called The Summer Chronicles.’ All 
of us still have copies of it, yellow with age, 
stored away among our treasures. 

“There were two parties in the society— 
the ‘grubs’ and the ‘anti-grubs.’ For a 
long time the anti-grubs prevailed in num- 
bers and voted down the plan to give a ban- 
quet each year. The society met weekly for 
nearly seven years. Finally the grubs won 
the day and since then we have gathered at 
a banquet the last Saturday night of each 
March“

Chicago, March 22.—[{Editor of The Tribune. }— 
Under the caption *‘ Perpetual Rooter a Nuisance "’ 
there appeared in the Sunday Tribune an in- 
teresting signed cpmmunication on baseball bear- 

signature of award G. Heeman whom 
the writer has always regarded and still regards 
as a friend. 

It is my belief that Mr. Heeman hes uninten- 
tionally done an injustice, and I would be remisce 
in my duty to many friends among board of trade 
members not to make a public reply. In the firat 
place. it has never been the intention to criticise 
or cast refiections on members of the board of 
trade for their rooting at games between the Cubs 
and Giants. 

If I bave wounded any feelings of board of trade 
members I offer my most abject apology. When 
thousands cheer on opposite sides for their alma 
matere at a college football game and root to 
beat the band“ po one resents it, because it is 
honest and comes from the heart. When teams 
like the Cubs and Giants meet to do battle for 
the baseball honor and glory of the greatest two 
elttes in the United Btates—Chicago and New 
York—it is only natural that rooting out of the 
crdinary should take place. 

So far as I know — 2 deen no objection to 
the novel reéoting done the west side when 
these great teams have met during the last two 
years. In my judgment it was impelled by civic 
pride. It was tnepired by at battles imminent 
on the diamond between formidable rivals. and 
was justifiable, the cheering having that sponta- 
neity which is born of thrilling deeds afield. 
Still, the public would not want and will not stand 
for such doings at ball parke as a daily diet. 

Just why my remarks should be criticised by 
some self-conestituted spokesman for any other 
persons engaged in the baseball business is 
shrouded in misunderstanding on my part. I 
might say in an interview that I do not believe in 
what might justly be termed ** training 
trips. and it seems te me that it would in become 
some perton with only sentiment invested, to at- 
tribute ulterior motives to my remarks. Men in 
baseball may entertain honest differences of opin- 
ions and sti be friendly, because the perpetuity 
of professional baseball as at present conducted 
with the players as the attraction—means more 
to us than to others who essay the réle of spec- 
tators. 

Whatever the writer has said about so-called 
rooter® clubs was tn conformity with public senti- 
ment, and that is something which club owners 
must not disregard, even at the expense of wound- 
ing some persons’ feelings. It is more than likely 
no persons engaged in baseball will attempt to 
tell Mr. Heeman how his business shall be con- 
ducted and what are the proper.ways to conserve 
his interests. He might hold that such a preroga- 
tive devolves upon himeelf. 

Just how farreaching is the pronoun we. as 
used by Mr. Heeman. the writer does not know. 
There seems little doubt, however, that his atti- 
tude ie not shared by a majority of the members. 
because all our players as well as myself have 
friends among his colleagues, and that friendship 
is valued most highly. Naturally I am much 
concerned over the statement that Mr. Heeman 
does not care about me ner my opinion. In return |

Faculties of Leading Colleges Fa vor 
Curtailing Athletics. 


Cambridge, Mass., March 22.—Although 
the outcome is problematic, it is generally be- 
Hie ved at Harvard that the recent vote of the 
faculty recommending an intercollegiate 
agreement to reduce the number of inter- 
collegiate contests will have no effect dur- 
ing this academic year. 

But in the opinion of many there is a strong 
probability of a radical change next fall 
in the football schedule. There is a 
prospect the schedule may be cut two 
games and that the Harvard eleven’s public 
activity may eventually be limited to con- 
tests with Yale and one other college, proba- 
bly- Dartmouth. 

The supporters of this plan take the view 
that football should be put on a plane with 
rowing, and that the football team, Uke the 
boat crew, should be trained and developed 
for ngt more than two or three contests. 

The athletic committees of the New Eng- 
land colleges, with one or two exceptions, 
favor curtailing intercollegiate athletics. 

President Harris and the authorities at Am- 
herst are in favor of the plan, President Har- 
ris holding that a few games are better than 
a long schedule or the abolition of contests. 
Arpherst’s baseball schedule has been cut to 
twenty games. 

Dartmouth, which already has trimmed 
its athletic schedules, probably will not be 
affected by further curtailment, Acting 
President Lord belleving that the present 
proportion of athletics is a necéssary form 
of amusement in the college. 


Yale May Restrict Athletes. 
New Havem Conn., March 22.~The subject 


has recently come under discussfn, and 
along with it a movement to restrict individual 
athletes in the major sports to one such sport 
in order to obtain more time for study. Should 
the movement take the form of restricting inter- 
collegiate contests it is likely to be leveled chiefly 
to the minor sports and not to affect meetings 
with Harvard and Princeton. 


Princeton’s Official Attitude. 


Princeton, N. J., March 22.—Speaking of a re- 
duction in the number of intercollegiate athletic 
contests, Prof. Fine of the athletic executive com- 
mittee of Princeton said: From an athietic 
view point and that of developing strong teams the 
present system is needed; but as far as the 
academic side is concerned that is a question for 
the athlete Himself to decide. At Princeton an 
athlete can compete in only two branches of port. 

President Woodrow Wilson has declared himself 
in favor of reducing the number of contests in 
athletics, but said tonight there was no intention 
of such aetion in the immediate future. 


Penn Curtails Indoor Meets. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 22.—A curtailment of 
intercollegiate athletics is favored by Pennsyl- 
vania’s faculty and some members look with 
favor on Harvard's action. At a recent meet- 
ing of the athletic committee a résolution was 
adopted to curtail indoor athletics. It was de- 
cided that the track manager of the Pennsylvania 
team must send a schedule of winter meets to the 
faculty committee, to be ratified or rejected. 

It is a rule at Pennsylvania that athletes can 
compete in two branches only, unless by special 
permission of the faculty athletic committee.

to disturb the apparently upward tendency 
of the market. Based on low prices anda 
spirit of optimism, there is sufficient buying 
power to keep the market going in the direc- 
tion of better prices. It does not appear that 
much more can be said in regard to the move- 
ment, though the bull position has been so 
well maintained that there is no suggestion 
at present of a recession of consequence in 
quotations. 

There is no large buying power. The 
movement is confined almost wholly to New 
York, except for the business that comes 
from inimediate New York connections. The 
general public is taking no more than a pase- 
ing interest in the market situation. 

The demand for bonds is fair. It Suen 
not compare, however, with January and 
February business, when the general spirit 
of investment was on, and the buying of 
securities was almost unjyersal. The ad- 
vance in stocks and the advance in bonds 
have operated to check the investment spirit. 


Money Markets Steady. 

The money markete rule fairly easy, both 
in this country and abroad. The Bank of 
England has reduced its rate to a point in- 
dicating both restoration of confidence and 
lessened demand for funds. 

General business conditions show the kind 
of improvement that characterizes con- 
valescence rather than robust health. The 
early months of the year always bring a 
seasonable demand in certain lines of trade, 
and that is all that can be noticed at this 
time. Trade reviews have not yet lost those 
expressions of unfounded optimism which 
characterized them during the severity of 
the recent panic. They then yielded veracity 
to a desire to promote the public welfare 
and have not yet returned to the function 
which they are presumed to fill, that of stat- 
ing facts concerning business conditions. 


Bank Statement. 

The bank staement Saturday made a good 
exhibit, with an increase of Ver $10,000,000 
in deposits and $9,300,000 incash.

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


With the exception of the tangled lumber 
situation, all commercial industries showed 
a uniform improvement the last week, and 
the consensus of opinion with merchants 
generally wae that prices have reached bot- 
tom and should commence their upward jour- 
ney. In lumber the elements were decidedly 
contradictory, for while business was of 
larger volume and higher prices were made 
in some instances, yellow pine showed sharp 
declines, which resulted in competition and 
undercutting, which depressed the entire 
market. 

Attendance of outside buyers in the loca! 
dry goods market was much larger than at 
any time this year, and greater interest was 
evinced in warm weather fabrics, good or- 
ders being taken for immediate shipment. 
Groceries met with a vigorous call from 
city and outside buyers, and higher prices 
were noted in some of the staple lines. Mer- 
cantile collections ehowed increasing prompt- 
ness, and, although dealers were not dis- 
counting their bills as readily as at this time 
last year, payments were much freer than 
60 daye ago. A steady improvement was 
noted in the shoe trade, with outside orders 
of increased volume. 

In pig iron and steel the improvement con- 
tinued and increased confidence was dis- 
played by purchasers as the week advanced. 
Numerous new orders came to light, and de- 
velopments of the week indicated the full 
strength of the market had not been fully 
understood. There are numerous large con- 
tracts in the market, and although values 
remain about unchanged, good advance are 
anticipated as soon as merchants realize 
the true conditions and orders now in sight 
are taken up.
